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Sea Monster 


For Big Hunt 


PASCAGOULA, Miss., Sept. 23. 
An attractive lady smashed a 
beribboned bottle of traditional 

champagne 
against one of 
the legs of the 
awkward, un- 
gainly sea mon- 
ster which soon 
will join others 
of its kind in 
moving out to 
sea in search 
of oil. But no 
amount of tra- 
dition could 
make it look like anything ever 
seen before on land or sea, The 
race for the tidelands oil, opened 
up by the Republican Congress, 
finds nervous and edgy oil men 
throwing great sums of money 
into the efforts to be there fustest 
with the mostest, in the language 
of the late Nathan Bedford For- 
rest. 

What they have done is to give 
sea legs to oil drills. The result 
looks like a greatly expanded de- 
sign of the old river flatboats 
held up by 30 steel caissons, It 
towers 78 feet above a huge sub- 
mersible steel barge so that it 
looks like a vast houseboat on 
tall stilts. To make it appear 
even more weird, an oil derrick 
rises 167 feet from one end of 
the upper deck so that from 
barge deck to derrick top is a 
reach of 245 feet. Square, ugly, 
a creature of legs and r&achin- 
ery, it costs more than two mil- 
lion dollars. 


Out to Sea 


But it has these properties. It 
can go out to sea where scien- 
tists believe they have located oil. 
It can operate at depths up to 
49 feet. There it*stops. Water 
ballast is pumped into the barge 
tanks. It slowly sinks to the 
bottom. Two large pontoons, on 
either side, maintain stability. 
Once the huge barge is on bot- 
tom, they, too, are sunk beside 
the barge to continue their task 
of stabilizing. What looks like a 
two-story flatboat remains well 
above water level. 


Her crew of 42 work above and 
below water. Many of the key 
motors and machinery are in the 
barge which is sunk 40 feet be- 
low the surface. One of the 30 
supporting caissons is larger 
than the others and contains a 
small elevator. Crews go down 
it and maintain the machinery 
down there in the sunken barge. 
Drill and pumping crews begin 
work once the barge is submersed 
at the destinated spot. 

The equipment here is unique. 
Vital ingredient of the job is 
mud kept in special tanks. It is 
pumped down the drill casing to 
prevent gases from exploding 
upward. A mysterious machine 
allows the drill to take almost 
any direction in search of oil. 
The old-fashioned way was to go 
straight down. It now is possi- 
ble to make a direct entry and 
then project the drilling off to 
one side in a parallel direction, 
and then turn it downward again. 


Many Billions 


There are many billions of dol- 
lars in oil, sulphur and gas out 
there beneath the sea, And this 
new drill with legs is just one 
cf the tools to be used in the 
race already under way. 

This one, produced by the In- 
galls Shipbuilding Corporation 
for the Kerr-McGee Company of 
which Oklahoma Sen. Robert 
Kerr is chairman of the board, 
is one of a half-dozen such be- 
ing rushed to sea in the big 
hunt. 

When the monster finds a well 
it will stay there until the oil 
is exhausted, or down to a point 
where it is no longer profitable. 
Then the ballast will be pumped 
out, the barge will rise, and the 
big ‘compartment above, where 
42 men live and work, and where 
great masses of highly technical 
equipment is located, figurative- 
ly will walk ‘across the sea to 
where scientists have located an- 
other likely well site. 

One of the items on this sea- 
going rig is a set of four huge 
fans with blades six feet long. 
Once the rigs are set the work 
continues night and day. At 
night in the warm Gulf billions 
of mosquitoes and other bugs 
are attracted by the lights. If 
it were not for the huge blast- 
ing fans they would not merely 
drive the crew wild, but would 
elog the machinery. They think 
of everything big and small, as 
they plan for the big tidelands 
oil race.

Air Force Headquarters in Wies- 
baden said, ‘“‘we understand a 
fire was lit atop the underground 
tank to show how the fire control 
system worked.

The arrest of 400 persons de- 
scribed as Western undercover 
agents operating in Germany’s 
East Zone was announced to- 
day by the Soviet high com- 
missioner. 

The announcement was made 
in a letter from Georgi Push- 
kin to Dr. James B. Conant, 
United States high comntis- 
sioner. Pushkin charged the 
undercover operatives had been 
employed by West Berlin and 
West German organizations 
that were branches of United 
States espionage agencies. 

The Soviet commissioner con- 
tended that in addition to the 
400 arrested 100 had _ surren- 
dered voluntarily. He identi- 
fied the immediate organiza-

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GOP Cannot Evade 
Its McCarthy Trap 


It now looks as if Sen. McCarthy 
finally is to be disciplined by his fellow 
senators. Discipline is long overdue. He 
could have been controlled long ago if 
members of his own party had taken the 
steps that Senate tradition demanded. 

The censure move was initiated by a 
Republican. The committee considering it 
is composed of a majority of Republi- 
cans. In the face of facts, they cannot give 
McCarthy a complete whitewash. The 
senator has shown contempt for his fel- 
low senators and for the entire structure 
of government. He has aimed blows at the 
very foundations of that ‘government. 

Coming at: this time, of course, the 
recall of the Senate to consider the com- 
mittee report is politically explosive. If 
the report is accepted, the GOP will suf- 
fer some loss of prestige. An attempt to 
postpone action or to whitewash McCarthy 
will have even worse consequences. 


The Democrats in the Senate consider 
McCarthy a GOP problem. The Repub- 
cans were happy, in fact, as long as he 
confined his reckless attacks to the Demo- 
crats. But the Wisconsin senator could not 
restrain himself. He set out to wreck the 
GOP administration and to defeat its poli- 
cies for his own personal aggrandizement. 
Finally the Republicans themselves were 
forced into action. 

Defenders of Sen. McCarthy still will 
claim that he has accomplished good. But 
the harm that he has done far outweighs 
any good. His injury to the country’s 
foreign relations alone has been calami- 
tous. 

The Democrats must be having many 
a private chuckle. After all, the Repub- 
licans made McCarthy and now must 
somehow whittle him down to size. They 
could have done it much earlier if they 
had only recognized that his ambitions 
transcended party loyalties. .

The Nation Is Paying 
A Ghastly Crime Bill 


The United States is still paying a 
ghastly crime bill. In fact, during the first 
six months of 1954 a new record was set 
in the number of major offenses against 
persons and property in this*country— 
an increase of 8.5 per cent over last year. 


During an average day in the first half 
of this year, according to the semiannual 
report of the FBI, 35 people were feloni- 
ously slain, 48 rapes occurred and 252 
other felonious assaults were committed. 

Every day during the six-month pe- 
riod, 197 robberies and 1,454 burglaries 
were committed. In addition there were 
3,683 larcenies and 608 car thefts daily. 

Atlanta continued to be near the top 
in.murder and nonnegligent manslaugh- 
ter. There were 38 violent deaths in the 
six months compared to 34 in 1953. Only 
in; robberies and auto thefts was the 
number of crimes in Atlanta less than the 
year before. 

’ The report by J. Edgar Hoover shows 
thpre were 1,136,140 major crimes com- 
mitted in this country during the first 
six months of 1954. 

The increase in crime is not limited 
to. urban areas. In fact, rural offenses 
showed a bigger increase than did the 
cities. 

These statistics are hard to believe. 
They show that the people of this coun- 
try are the least law-abiding of any of 
the so-called civilized nations. For many 
years there has been an annual increase 
in the crime rate greater than the increase 
ir! population would warrant.

Can Go to Elevator 


The. Gainesville area is the second 
largest grain consuming area in the 
United States, perhaps in the world. 


Chicken feed! That’s where the grain goes. 

But the same region has never been 
a great producer of grain. Much of the 
feed must be imported. 

For a long time farm advisors in the 
area have realized the need for a grain 
elevator. As Charles Hardy reports in 
The Gainesville News, leaders like Hall 
County Agent Leland Rew have seen how 
the farmer needed a place for the storage 
of his grafn until he could use it or sell 
it on a favorable market. They have seen 
that the poultry business will be more 
profitable when the farmer grows his 
own feed. 

So farm planners and _ farmers 
alike welcome the announcement ‘that 
Gainesville is soon to have a 500,000- 
bushel grain elevator with 16 silos, which 
will tower above any other structure in 
Hall County. 

The elevator will be used primarily 
to store government surplus grain, which 
will be: processed and used in the chicken 
belt or trans-shipped to other areas. The 
elevator company also will buy all the 
local grain available. 

- That means farmers will find the 
ready market which is an inducement to 
put more acres in grain. More acreage in 
grain fneans more locally-grown feed for 
Georgia chickens, which means more of 
the profit stays at home. 

The grain elevator will join the feed 
mill as a standout in North Georgia. The 
new facilities are a far cry from the day 
when hill country corn went either to 
the grist mill on the creek or to the still.

Is a Professional Diplomat

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y.—At about 9:30 in the evening of May 
9, 1940, the foreign minister of The Netherlands was handed a five- 


word message from a secret agent in Germany.

The man who stared down at that announcement of the coming 
of the horror was Eelco Nicolaas Van Kleffens, a spindly sort who 
looks like a schoolmaster and walks like a general. 


This week, Dr. Van Kleffins 
walked from his delegation table 
toward the rear of the General 
Assembly Hall to the chair of the 
president. A bit later, some of his 
friends were talking about the bad 
old days and somebody brought up 
the story of the agent’s message. 


“Fellow could have saved two 
words,”’ he said. ‘‘Nobody had to 
tell Van Kleffens to hold tight.”’ 


There was pride in that state- 
ment. And the election of Dr. Van 
Kleffens brought pride in a variety 
of forms to a variety of people. The 
Dutch, for instance. They had cam- 
paigned hard for his election, at 
the United Nations and in foreign 
capitals and although the vote was 
no surprise, still it gave the 
Netherlanders a lift. 

The professional diplomats were 
pleased, too. Dr. Van Kleffens is 
one of them, a man who has de- 
voted the large part of his life to 
the trade, learned the tools—four 
languages, law, economics, history 
—and has become a master crafts- 
man. 

This was the triumph of a pro- 
fessional, given to him by profes- 
sionals. One old United Nations 
hand thought a while and said that 
this coupling was the nicest thing 
he could say about the new presi- 
dent: “Spaak of Belgium; Van 
Kleffens of The Netherlands. 

Like most other men whose lives 
are public, Dr. Van Kleffens has 
two personalities — one for the 


world, and one for himself and the 
people he cares for. A shy man, he 
draws his public personality about 
him like a cloak and that some- 
times bothers the people who know 
him well. 

Dr. Van Kleffens selected a cloak 
without any bright colors and his 
good friends at the United Nations 
are unhappy about the words that 
are sometimes used about him: 
Cool, withdrawn, machine-like, me- 
ticulous. 

The people for whom Dr. Van 
Kleffens has dropped the cloak 
say these things about him: He 
has a built-in sense of wit—‘‘Not 
the great big laugh kind; I can’t 
think of one joke but everything he 
says, when he is at ease, has a 
sparkle to it.’ He is a ferociously 
hard worker, expects people 
around him to work hard. He has 
a precision memory and photo- 
graphic sense of observation. 

“He is a good man,’ said some- 
body who has known him for a 
couple of decades. “‘He does not 
hurt people.”’ 

There is a sense of order and fit- 
ness about the career of Dr. Van 
Kleffens, who:will be 60 on Nov. 17. 

There is a feeling among some 
of Dr. Van Kleffens’ friends that 
with the election to the presidency, 
diplomacy's highest elective honor, 
the need for the protection of the 
public personality will no longer 
be felt and that the cloak will be 
dropped.

government, the Internal Security 

If you shear off the legal termi- 
nology, here is the issue behind 
Appellate Court’s reopening of the 
Communist party case: 

Under a finding of the Sub- 
versive Activities Control Board, 
the Communist party was ordered 
to register its leadership, its mem- 
bership and its propaganda or face 
the penalties of the act for re- 
fusing. The Communist party ap- 
pealed to the courts against the 
finding of the Board and against 
the act itself. The case is obviously 
on its to the Supreme Court. 

The Inmternal Security Act of 1950 
does not make it illegal to belong 
to the Communist party. Therefore 
the Communist party could not 
validly argue that to be compelled 
to register was to be compelled to 
testify against itself. Thus the law 
appeared to stand on firm consti- 
tutional grounds. 

The Communist Control Act of 
1954—the act passed in the frantic 
closing hours of the last session of 
Congress, which embraces and 
amends the Internal Security Act 
of 1950—rules that the Communist 
party is illegal. Therefore, the 
Court must determine whether the 
hastily amended act renders the 
whole law unconstitutional by re- 
quiring the Communist party to in- 
criminate itself through registra- 
tion.

The concept behind the original 
act is that total disclosure will 
lead to a total immobilizing of the 
Communist party. You can im- 
agine what will happen to the Com- 
munist party if and when the Sub- 
versive Activities Control Board 
finding should be upheld by the 
Supreme Court and 
papers begin to publish the names 
and addresses of some 24,700 Com- 
munist party members, and the 
lists of its financial donors. 


Under this act there is no-crimi- 
nal penalty against anybody for 
being a member of the Communist 
party, but the penalties are strin- 
gent and cumulative for failure to 
register under the act. For each 
failure to register the penalty is 
$10,000 or five years in prison or 
both and every day that passes 
without registration repeats the 
penalty. Thus seven days’ failure 
to register would mean a fine of 
$70,000 or 35 years in jail or both. 
If the Communist party fails to 
register its whole membership, 
the penalties then flow to the mem- 
bers themselves.

the official ruble-dollar rate is tac-| 
itly admitted by the Soviet Union 
in its international trade relations. 

For example, the Zim automo- 
bile, a machine somewhat compar- 
able to a Pontiac or Oldsmobile, 
sells in Moscow for 24,000 rubles— 
$6,000 at the official rate. But a 
diplomat can buy one for dollars 
(for export) at $2,400, which is 
equivalent to a 10-to-l ruble-dollar 
rate. 

To return to Ivan’s rent. He is 
paid 600 rubles a month for a 6- 
day, 48-hour week, or about 3 
rubles an hour. That officially 
amounts to 75 cents an hour. But 
at the 10-to-1 rate it would be only 
30 cents.

Well, like a lot of us females, Miss Constance Bennett pro- 
tested too much—and I’m glad she did. I just came upstairs 
from the reference department and I haven't had a better time 
since I was 14 years old and used to spend hours stuffing myself 
on caramels and reading movie magazines. 

And I wouldn’t have gone near the reference department 
if Miss Bennett hadn’t done all that protesting. 

You may have read the story, written the day after she ar- 
rived in town this week to extol the virtues of a certain line 
of dresses. It said she was a pin-up girl of the Roaring Twenties 
who is now in her late 40’s—and it threw the beautiful, charm- 
ing husky-voiced Miss Bennett into a perfect pet. 


She had been grossly maligned, she said, and she had blood 
in her eye for the writer who had intimated that she was so old. 
Throughout a delicious luncheon during which she looked as 
pretty as your 18-year-old son’s best girl and talked with the wis- 
dom and wit of a far older woman, she kept throwing out darts 
at the Atlanta writer. 


She did not, however, mention her true age, although she 
said it was no secret. That was where she made her mistake. 

At least 10 of us who were at the luncheon must have had 
business in the reference department that afternoon. Miss Vivian 
Harris was busy taking out and putting back the Bennett file. 
It was darned near worn out when I got there and learned from 
the World Almanac and the Motion Picture Almanac that she 
was born Oct. 22, 1905, and from Who’s Who in America that she 
was born Oct. 22, 1908.

And between her successes she was being photographed 
marrying and divorcing, suing and being sued. Gloria Swanson 
threatened to name her co-respondent in 1930 when she sued for 
divorce from the Marquis de la Falaise. 


Connie married him anyhow and they looked happy for a 
few pictures, sailing off on slow boats to Europe and the like. 
But then she was shown all dressed in black, getting her divorce 
from the marquis in Reno. 

Before him she had been married to Phil ‘Plant and after 
their divorce in 1929 and his death she sued his estate for $600,000 
for their 14-year-old son Peter Bennett Plant.

with the then governor, Ellis Arnall! 

No matter how you measure it, she’s had a big life. (Her 
fifth husband is Air Force Col. John T, Coulter.) But if she hadn't 
quibbled I’d never have known it.

Hip Lines 
Inherited? 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 

Many a girl complains that she 
is a perfect size 14, except for 
the hip measurement. She in- 
quires if the tendency to take 
the weight on the hips runs in 
families. 

While fat is not handed along 
like red hair and brown eyes, 
still we do inherit a certain body 
build and normal variations in 
the way fat is_ distributed. 


SOMETIMES BOTH 


Another frequent query is 
whether hefty hips result from 
sitting or from overeating. Some- 
times both figure in. It isn’t the 
sitting per se that is back of 
the spread; rather it is the lack 
of activity that lets muscles go 
soft. 

It isn’t the 40-hour week that 
is to blame for a 40-inch hipline 
. . . but the working day seems 
to leave so little time to play 
tennis, hike, or take any physi- 
cal exercise. 

Now back to our model who 
can wear a size 14 beautifully 
except for the hips. If her weight 
is normal, well-designed exercise 
will fix this figure fault. If she 
is overweight, then a diet is in 
order. And she must also ex- 
ercise to help get the fat that 
pads the hips into circulation. 


FIRST EXERCISE 


The first -exercise reshapes 
hips that have squared off be- 
low the waistline. 

Position: Lying on back with 
knees bent. 

Movement: Roll from that po- 
sition, across that squared-off 
portion and on over to touch 
thigh to floor at side . . . back 
across the upper hips and on 
over to touch the thigh on floor. 
Slow rolling is more effective 
. . . it’s fun to roll to the music 
of a slow waltz. Shift the posi- 
tion, changing the angle of roll 
slightly to bring pressure to 
bear a little lower down. 

This next exercise slims the 
derriere: 

Position: Lying on right side, 
legs straight down, left leg on 
top of right. Palms of hand 
braced on floor for support. 

Movement: Swing top leg away 
up in front, then swing vigorously 
rearward, hold for split second, 
then swing again 12 to 25 counts.

Thawing an egg for breakfast 


is a relatively new procedure but | 
a welcome way to take advan- | 
tage of medium and small eggs, 
plentiful this time of year. 


The U.S. Department of Agri- | 


culture advises using only very | 
fresh, chilled eggs and freezing 
in half-pint containers. Stir eggs | 


with a fork or low-speed mixer | 


mix with whites. | 

The whites, when packaged | 
separately, can be frozen with- | 
out stirring and with aoe | 
added. 

Whole eggs and yolks, how- 
ever, should be treated with an 
anti-coagulating agent to prevent 
gumminess in the thawed yolk 
substance. For this purpose, use 
one tablespoon of sugar, corn 
sirup or honey, or add one tea- | 
spoon of salt to every cup of | 
yolk. | 
For each two Cups of liquid | 
whole eggs, add one tablespoon 
Sugar, corn sirup or honey, or 
one-half teaspoon salt. 

Most homemakers find the 
half-pint package the most con- 


venient size for freezing eggs, 
since they must be used 
promptly after thawing. 

USDA recommends that the 
liquid eggs be packaged in a 
moisture - vaporproof container,

The other half of the pot 
roast might be cut into one-inch 
cubes and frozen for use at a 
later time. This braised beef 
dish, hinting of the French cui- 
sine, is one tempting way to 
use diced beef. 


BEEF IN RICE RING 

In a Dutch oven or other 
large, heavy utensil, brown beef 
cubes in a little hot fat. Sprin- 
kle with salt, pepper and basil. 


Add a small piece of bay leaf, 
some chopped celery leaves and 
one-half cup of bouillon. Cover 
and cook slowly until meat is 
tender, adding more bouillon in 
small amounts as it cooks 
away. (The secret of having 
well browned meat and rich 
flavored gravy is to use small 
quantities of liquid.) When 
meat is tender, add a can of 
mushrooms (or fresh mush- 
rooms) which have been fried 
in a little butter or margarine.

1 cup (% Ib.) dates, coarsely 

chopped 

1 cup boiling water 

1 teaspoon soda 
1% cups sifted flour 

1 teaspoon baking powder 

14 teaspoon salt 

144 cup chopped walnuts 

% cup shortening 

24 cup sugar 

1 egg, beaten 

1 teaspoon vanilla. 

Add boiling water and soda to 
chopped dates and let cool. Sift 
flour, baking powder and salt; 
add nuts. Cream shortening 
with sugar until light and 


fluffy; add egg and vanilla and 
beat well. Add cooled date mix- 
ture, then stir in dry ingredi- 
ents. Bake in greased 8''x12” 
shallow baking pan in a fairly 
slow oven (325 degs. F.) about 
35 minutes. Cut into bars while 
hot, and roll them in powdered 
sugar if you like. Makes about 
3 dozen bars.

dates. Combine sour milk with 
beaten egg and oil. Combine 
liquid ingredients with the dry 
ones, stirring as little as pos- 
sible. Pour into well-greased 
loaf pan and bake one hour at 
350 degs. Cool thoroughly. 

Open-face tea sandwiches are 
delicious made from this bread, 
spread with slightly moistened, 
sweetened cream cheese. Or an 
equally good idea is to toast 
this bread.
